Rifle Association Cautions 


Mento Park Christmas gift pack- 
ages which contained firearms 
should have included the new 
pamphlet on rifle handling pre- 
pared by the National Rifle asso 


ciation, U.S. Army Col. (ret.) E. F. | 


Sloan of San Carlos reported this 
week. 


“Both the novice and the experi- | 
enced rifleman will find the sug- 
gestions in the pamphlet useful} 


and instructive,” Col. Sloan said, 


“although it has been designed | 
primarily for the untutored marks- | 


man.” 


Entitled “Junior Rifle Hand-| 
book,” the booklet concerns itself | 
with safety procedures in the use} 


of firearms and stresses the ad- 
visability of adequate training on 
the firing range. 

Col. Sloan, western representa- 
tive of the gun association, recom- 
mends to the rifleman that he 


follow the advice of the “code of | 
junior riflemen” as put forth in| 


the pamphlet. The association’s 
code includes the following ideals: 
“1. T will cock my gun and pull 
the trigger only when aiming at 
the target which I intend to 
shoot. 

2. I will unload my gun and 
open the action as soon as I fin- 
ish shooting and before I move 
from the firing line. 

3. I will immediately make 
sure that any gun I handle is not 
loaded. 

4. I will shoot only on a safe 
rifle range or, if hunting, only 
at legal game in places where 
persons and property are not en- 
dangered. 

5. I will unload and open my 
gun before I climb a tree, fence 
or similar obstacle. 

6. I will remember that a .22 
caliber bullet will travel for one 
mile; that it will go through 
nine inches of ordinary board; 
and that it will ricochet 
(glance) a long way across wa- 
ter.
